The Western sky became a shield of gold: against 
it the Hill of Daphne stood out in vivid outline. 
To the South the monntains of the nese, 
loveliest symmetry of linked forms, faded blue te 
deepest purple.

T began to understand 
why, to men living on that plain, the loveliness of 
the world must have been an enduring :

THE ROYAL SCOTS FUSILIERS. 

During the Great War nine service 
battalions of the Royal Scots Fusiliers 
fought on fields as far apart as Messines 
and Gaza. In 1678, after the Lowlands 
had been invaded by a Highland host, the 
Parliament of the Scots realised that a 
permanent military establishment must 
be formed if order was to prevail in the 
country. It was due to this fact that 
we now hear for the first time of "' the 
Foot Regiment commanded by the Ear! of 
Marre.’’ An armed conventicle, which 
had murdered an archbishop, afforded the 
newly formed troop its first opportunity of 
encounter. This engagement ended 
disastrously, but was soon redéemed at 
Bothwell Brig. The first lieutenant- 
colonel appears to have been William 
third Earl of Dalhousie, hero of the 
couplet : — 


“And thou. Dalhousie, the great god of war, 
Lieutenant<olonel to the Earl of Mar.” 


For eight years, in association: with 
Claverhouse, of “Oid Mortality ” fame, 
the mem were engaged in “teaching the 
fanatic Covenanter and the kilted Gael 
that the rule of the Lowland burgsman 
was to be feared. In 1689 Francis Fergus 
O'Farrell, presumably an Irishman,’ be- 
came the first colonel. Soon he leá his 
men in their first European war, and the 
French, ‘whom he opposed, numbered hun- 
dreds of Irish in their ranks. At Landen 
six officers of the Fusiliers fell, but the 
losses on the French side were very heavy, 
and included Patrick Sarsfield, one time 
of Lucan. The Fusiliers were ill requited 
by William for their services. Wages were 
always in arrear, and frequently robbed 
by paymasters. Discipline was main: 
tained by flogging and “ picketing.”’ It 
is not surprising that the recruits were 
mostly felons, ne’er-do-wells; runaway 
apprentices and the like, and stil] less does 
it surprise that the trade of soldier was 
not held in great repute by the thrifty 
Scottish townsman. 

After the surrender of Namur O'Farrell 
was cashiered, and from that time until 
the signing of the Peace of Utrecht the 
Twenty-First never once saw thé shores of 
England. In this period British arms 
were opposing forces whose 
quality had assumed a legendary strength 
in every European capital. However, 
after Blenheim this legend was weakened, 
and Ramillies saw it reduced to naught. 
The White Horse of Hanover, worn to- 
day on the uniform, is still a link between 
the Twenty-First and the greatest of the 
Church i]Is. 

From 1729 to 1739 the regiment lay 
barracked in Ireland... Both Fontenoy 
and Culloden saw tiie Fusiliers in 
action, and later, in 1803, they were again 
quartered in Ireland, lying at Cork 
street, Thomas street, and the Coombe 
Barracks. It was on the 23rd July of 
this year that one of their officers, Lieu- 
tenant-Colone! Lyde Brown, was murdered 
by the mob which did to death Lord 
Chief Justice Kilwarden. This was the 
émeute of Emmet which the Twenty-First 
helped to quell, and for that service they 
received the official thanks of the citizens 
of Dublin. 

It is noteworthy that a Scots Fusilier 
officer gave a new word to the English 
language; for Captain Charles Cunning- 
ham Boycott, land agent, had served in 
this regiment. The corps is fortunate in 
its historian, Mr, John Buchan, many of 
whose family fought and died with the 
‘“ Jocks.”” Everywhere we see the sign. of 
the skilled workman. In less c 
hands such a book easily might have heen

‘On the whole,” she writes, ‘‘ the Greeks, 
both men and women, read but little, The 
chief customers of the two or three good 
book shops in Athens are nearly all 
Europeans, and when I asked a bookseller 
what sort of books his Greek customers 
bought he told me that their usual pur- 
chases were cheap, badly-bound editions cf 
the French classics, to be given away as 
New. Year gifts. This lack of. literary 
taste is, possibly, the reasan why so few 
men of letters or artists are to be met in 
Greek society. Only in the house of Pro- 
fessor Andreades did I find any attempt 
at an interchange of ideas.’ 

Mme. Vandervelde visited Morocco and 
met the Sultan, who knew no foreign 
language save two words of French, 
“ Louis XV, ” and “Versailles.” Some 
one asked the Sultan, through an Arabic 
interpreter, what had struck him most 
during his visit te France. He reflected 
and then said that he bad heard the word

CONFESSIONS OF A CAPITALIST. 

Sir Ernest Benn confesses to an income 
of £10,000 a year, and in the present work 
he makes a good case for his class and for 
capitalism generally. Beginning life in 
his father’s small works at five shillings 
a week, he married early, spent £25 on 
his honeymoon, and bas improved his 
financial position every year. To-day the 
capitalist is almost ashamed of his very 
existence, and the value of the hard. 
working, intelligent business man to the 
community as a whole is steadily over- 
looked. As a business-man, Sir Ernest 
admires America intensely: indeed, he 
half uets with the idea that America 
ultimately will lead the world. His view- 
point is made explicit by a quotation from 
Guy Morrison Walker :—‘' Which was the 
greater worker, a Roosevelt who railed’ at 
swollen fortunes, malefactors of great 
wealth, and who sowed discontent and 
envy among the masses of the people, or 
a Harrison who took the bankrupt Pacific 
railroads off the hands of the Government 
and by his genius for management and 
development not only recreated them. .. . 
but by improving their service. . . brought 
prosperity to a score of States and in- 
creased the wealth of the people of those 
States... by a sum not less than twenty- 
five billion dollars ?’’ 

The author tells the story of his early 
venture, the Hardware Trade Journal, 
and of his purchase of the almost bank- 
rupt Electrician Printing and Publishing 
Company—an undertaking whieh now 
pays a handsome profit. The picture of 
the hard business-man tyrannising over 
workers he entirely repudiates.

The conflict of interests which has been 
produced by the chaotic conditions of 
transport in the Free State was illustrated 
at yesterday's meeting of the Dublin Poft 
and Docks Board... An order of the 
Minister for 1 sl Government, which 
prohibits the issue of licences for the 
tmrestricted employment of motor vehicles 
exceeding a total weight of nine tons, came 
into force a fortnight ago. The Port 
Board protested instantly against this 
order, and yesterday, having heard the 
views of delegates from the Irish Motorists’ 
Union, it renewed its protest by means 
of @ formal resolution. The users of 
heavy vehicles are able to make. an ex- 
ceedingly strong case against the new 
order. Dublin, for instance, is the dis- 
tributing centre for the larger part of the 
Free State, and motor lorries carry 
hundreds of tons of goods daily into. the 
from the capital, It appears that the cost 
of running decreases with the increased 
weight of the motor vehicle, and that as 
much as £250 a year may be saved by the 
regular use of such a heavier vehicle as 
is now prohibited. Thus the new order 
represents a fairly serious ‘tax on trade, 
and here,.of course, the general public 
begins to be concerned ; for the consumer, 
willy-nilly, 1 .il be required to share the 
burden with the merchants and ¢arriers. 
Moreover, cheap transport in both direc- 
tidhs between the quay-side and the farm 
is a vital necessity for the Free State's 
agricultural industry, which, as we learn 
from the official statistics for the first seven 
months of this year, is in a very bad way. 
The Port and Docks Board and the 
Motorists’ Union demand that the new 
order shall be revoked. 

Unfortunately, the matter is complicated 
by the claims of many other interests. 
There are the railways; there are the 
innumerable users of the roads—drivers 
of domestic motor cars and pedestrians ; 
there are the ratepayers and there is 
the Free State Government. Most of the 
speakers yesterday seemed to think that 
the new order was designed to safe- 
guard the railways against the competition 
of heavy motor vehicles. However -that 
may be, it is certain that the railways 
have real claimg and real grievances. 
Their present losses are largely the result 
of legislation imposed upon them by the 
Free State Parliament; they carry many 
millions of the. invested money of all 
classes of the Irish people, and their 
collapse would involve the downfall of the 
national credit. The State is bound, there- 
fore, to have a strict regard for their 
welfare and to protect and foster them 
by every legitimate means, Furthermore, 
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birth were made simultaneous with the

; The French Government has sanctioned 
expenditure incurred in the conflicts in 
Moroeco and. Syria to the totals of 106 
million and 13 million francs. These 
figures give some indication of the heavy 
drain on the French exchequer caused by 
the two wars. In Morocco fighting has 
virtually ceased. Six months ago the 
i lines were shattered and the 
victorious tribesmen threatened to over- 
rún the whole protectorate. An immense 
military effort has been necessary to restore 
the integrity of the French front, and it 
has been assisted by .the daring , and 
skilfal attack by the Spanish, under 
General Primo de Rivera in person, on the 
rear of the rebel positions. For the present 
further. advance by the European armies 
is impossible; but sporadic incitents, like 
the bombing by seaplanes of a vessel 
running arms for the Riffs, indicate that 
stern preparation is being made for the 
renewal of the struggle. Meanwhile, the 
situation in Syria remains obscure, 
although the taciturnity of General Sarrail 
cannot conceal the gravity of what has 
happened in Damascus. The United. States 
Ambassador in Paris has been instructed 
to make representations to the French 
Government for the protection of American 
lives and property in Syria, and it is 
likely that Britain also will seek satis- 
faction regarding the safety of British 
subjects and their goods. That the British 
Consulate had to instruct British nationals 
to assemble, “ with, passports and food,’’ in 
order to be conducted outside the danger- 
zone while the French guns shelled the 
ancient city shows how seriously European 
interests are menaced by the latest turn in 
the shattered city, and, so far from peace 
having been established by this terrifying 
manifestation of France’s might, it is -e- 
ported that reinforcements have been 
demanded. Two detachments of cavalry 
are said already to have left Morocco’ for 
Syria, and it would appear that France 
will gain nothing by the lull in Africa 
save the opportunity to draft troops to 
Asia. Eight weeks ago we. remarked that 
the rising in Syria probably was far more 
formidable than appeared from the meagre 
news published, and said that, if Damascus 
should be entered by the rebel Druses, 
France would be: presented with the choice 
between withdrawal from Syria and the 
undertaking of a campaign as serious as 
that in Morocco. To-day, Damascus for a 
week has been in revolt. If the rebels 
have been checked ‘or quelled, it is by the 
use of such ‘terrible measures that it 
may be doubted whether the native popula- 
tion ever again will be reconciled. The 15 
million francs expended on repressive, 
instead of curative, measures are but an 
instalment of sums that well may rise to 
the figure of those lost in Morocco; for

It was thought in diplomatic circles 
this evening that M. Painlevé had been 
successful in forming a new Government, 
and that it inclined to the Left more than 
his i one.. M. Caillaux disappears 
for a time and is followed by his two 
friends in the old Government, MM. Lava! 
and Hessé. Another departure considered 
to be of even greater significance is that 
of M. Chaumet, who was supposed to 
represent the moderates of the Senate. Tho 
portfolio which he held has been given to 
a supporter of M. Loucheur in the person 
of M. Daniel Vincent. M. Herriot himself 
has not taken office, but two of his prin- 
cipal supporters, MM. Chautemps and 
Deladier, have accepted portfolios. An 
interesting departure in the Finance 
Ministry is the appointment of two 
Ministers, one being M. Painlevé himself. 
who will act as Minister of Finance, and 

. Georges Bonnett, who will act as 
Budget Minister. The French Cabinet, as 
at present constituted, has thirteen 
Radicals, five Republican-Socialists, an. 
three members of the Left. 


Damascus 


It is untrue, as stated early to-day, that 
the British Government has demanded an 
explanation from the French Government 
regarding the situation in Damascus and 
the alleged failure of the French authori- 
ties there to protect non-French European, 
during the bombardment. No such action 
has been taken in that direction. There 
is, however, considerable surprise at the 
continued absence of trustworthy news frog 
Syria, and it is hoped that the French 
Government will clear the air there so that 
the real situation may be gauved at the 
Foréign Office. The reports from Syria 
with the story of the bombardment of 
Damascus and the retreat across the desert 
of the powerful column under General 
Gamelin, with guns and tanks, sent to 
subdue the Druse tribes in their mountain 
fastnesses, have shocked Paris and alarmed 
the Government. Immediate steps are to 
be taken to deal with a situation which, :1t 
is considered, is fast becoming dangerous, 
and the new Government will find work of 
great importance waiting for it. The 
French Press already is demanding the 
recall of General Sarrail, the High Com- 
missioner in Syria. 


The Political Levy. 


The Goverriment, I understand, is not in 
the least degree perturbed by the attitude 
assumed by Mr. McQuisten, who is deter- 
mined to, re-introduce his Political Levy 
Bill. The Bill was thrown out on a 
Government amendment, virtually under- 
taking that a Government Bill would take 
its place. The Cabinet will decide when 
it thinks that the moment has arrived for 
the introduction of such a measure, while 
it is not altogether impossible that the 
need for it may disappear in the course of 
time, It is related that more and more 
workers are contracting out of the political 
levy, and that during the past few days 
there has been a big increase in the number 
of statutory notices demanding exemption. 
These claims are being made by workers of 
all shades of political opinion, from Con- 
servatives to Communists. 

Prohibition. 

Prohibition is a much discussed question 
in all political parties at the present 
moment, and it is quite possible that much 
will be heard about it next year. In the 
Liberal Party there is a very strong 
temperance element, but it is rather an 
amusing paradox that, should Mr. Lloyd 
George come to lead a prohibition party, 
he will find his strongest supporters amon 
the followers of Lord Oxford. Sir Donal 
Maclean, Mr. Walter Runciman and Sir 
John Simon are all most decided advocates 
of a strong anti-alcoholic policy. Lord 
Oxford regards what he considers their 
kindly weakness with toleration, display- 
ing no enthusiasm for prohibition. Among 
the Socialists the situation is much the 
same as in the Liberal Party. A number 
of Socialist leaders would like to adopt 
prohibition, but ‘others are strongly 
opposed to any such course. 


Dominion Loans. 


"THE. 


Considerable relief is felt in the City 
of London at the indication that the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer has thoughts of 
removing the embargo on foteign and 
Dominion loans. Mr. Churchill has been 
taking council with a number of leading 
bankers, and, since these bankers know 
mas of a number of loans held up 
y the embargo, it is not surprising that 
they were able to induce the Chancellor to 
take a more reasonable view of the 
situation. 


The Severn Barrage. 


It had been thought in political circles 
that the Government had decided to drop 
the idea of building a barrage across the 
River Severn with a view to harnessing its 
tidal waters for electrical generation pur- 
poses, but it has now announced its inten- 
tion of detailing a special committee of the 
Civil Research Committee to carry on a 
work which has been under the considera- 
tion of several of its predecessors. A com- 
mittee of experts who examined the river 
recently reported that there are no natured 
obstacles against the barrage. In al pro- 
bability the scheme will be considered in 
relation to the great electrical scheme 
which is to be introduced to the country 
on some distant day when financial con- 
siderations are not so pressing as they are 
now. 


House-Cleaning at Westminster. 


During the recess both Houses of Parlia- 
ment have been undergoing a thorough 
cleaning, and many mingr improvements 
in the amenities of the place have been 
made.
